ENDGAME STATEMENTS 
RUSSIA: Garry Hamlin 

Williams and my letters crossed in the mall dur- 
ing the pregame negotiation phase. This was fortun- 
ate, since we both discovered, within three days of 
the receipt of the game start, that we were both 
thinking along exactly the same lines. The upshot 
was that Turkey and Russia were immediately allied 
before the game ever started. That committment 
never wavered for an instant. 

As a newcomer to the hobby, I had been wanting 
for better than a year to try out a R-T alliance, 
which at the time I had considered the most powerful 
dual combination possible. Williams was of the same 
opinion, and we both looked on this game as an ex- 
periment. Our agreement was that neither of us 
would back off from full support of the other, re- 
gardless of what the other powers did. Williams 1 
thesis was that no one could harm us if we stayed 
true to that agreement. This game was to be a test 
of that thesis, and although we intended to do our 
best, we both looked forward to having a rough time 
of it, so that we could get a real feel for what the 
R-T combo could do. 

Unfortunately, our alliance never ran up against 
significant enough opposition to demonstrate much of 
anything. Much to our mutual surprise, we overran 
the board, and no one seemed Interested in calling 
our movement to a halt. In part, this was due to 
synergism from clever diplomacy, sound tactics, stub- 
born tenacity, several swindles, and an NUR by one 
of our opponents. 

Having decided to ally, our first priority was to 
■onceal it. My first step was to call most of my im- 
ediate neighbors and allow myself to be drawn into 
king exasperated comments about Williams. Among 
er things, I seemed to let slip that I found Jim 
wsonable, lacking in tact, inexplicably abuslve— 
\ even hinted that I suspected some sort of 

tnal disturbance. I then passed on information 
was moving to the Black Sea in S'01 to take 
surprise. Williams, of course, knew exactly 
vas doing, and the move to the Black had

been suggested by him as a way of providing 
additional protection against an upcoming Lepanto, 
which Don Ditter (Italy) had informed me of and in 
which he requested my participation. 

As for the Lepanto, had Ditter had his way, my 
choice would've been between an R-I alliance in which 
I aided the Lepanto, then aided Italy in partitioning 
Austria, or a four-way, R-T vs. I-A stalemate. 
Ditter' s offer was tempting, simply because I valued 
the possibility to learn from a more experienced play- 
er. But an R-I alliance was simply not the game I 
had chosen to play. 

My next step was to destroy any possibility of a 
Lepanto, even as Jim and I were preparing for one, 
if it couldn't be averted. I assumed that Austria 
would have to be the weak link here, since Ditter 
knew too well what could happen to allow us to get 
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Armadillo Disarmed

Texans Hail St. Pat 

by Jack Magulre 

In Texas this week, St. Patrick's Day celebrations 
will be held from Shamrock to San Antonio and with 
good reason. Irish settlers left a broad imprint on 
the history of the Lone Star State. 

Hugo Oconor, an Irishman in the service of Spain, 
was the royal governor of Texas from 1767 to 1770. 
The first history of Texas was written by an Irish 
priest. Father Juan A. Morfl. He arrived here in 
1777 and began recording the story of the province. 

By 1785, there was an Irish settlement near 
Liberty. Later, when colonization began in earnest, 
four of the 11 empresarios who brought settlers were 
Irish. They were James Hewetson, James McGloin, 
John McMullen, and James Power. 

In 1835, when the first Declaration of Indepen- 
dence from Mexico was signed at Goliad, 25 Irish 
signed it. There are four Irish surnames on the 
official Declaration signed March 2, 1836, at 
Washin gton -on - the-B ra zos . Eleven sons of Old 
Erin died at the Alamo. 

Half a hundred Texas towns and counties bear 
Irish names. Even San Antonio, although of Spanish 
ancestry, dyes its river green on St. Pat's Day.

away with it. Accordingly. I «ent Jewett (Austria) 
a five-page letter outlining all the advantages of a 
R-A-T alliance, Austria and Turkey agaslnt Italy, and 
Russia against Germany and England. Much to my 
surprise (and considerable suspicion), he seemed to 
take the bait hook. line, and sinker. Jim and I had 
planned on carrying out the initial stages of the plan 
and not laying a hand on Austria untill Ditter had 
been eliminated. But both of us were worried about 
whose side Jewett really was on and how long he 
could keep to his committments. When in F'Ql Jewett 
moved to Tyrolla a full year ahead of schedule, 
Williams and I reached a mutual decision: Austria 
could not be counted on and should be eliminated im- 
mediately. This led to the spectacular stab in S'02 
in which Jewett took Venice from Ditter, and Williams 
took Serbia from Jewett, while I took Budapest. In 
spring of the next year, Ditter took back Venice, and 
Jewett was eliminated by F'03. So much for the 
Lepanto. 

In the meantime, Germany had been tottering on 
the verge of collapse, for the most part because the 
guy in charge (Van Wie) was doing little in terms of 
negotiating and frequently forgot to send in his 
moves. To guard against this, I started sending 
postcards to him (Conner, the game's GM was In- 
formed of this) listing his options in terms of moves. 
The cards were stamped and put in such a format 
that all he needed to do was to circle an option for 
each unit, sign the card, date it. and leave it in the 
mailbox for pickup. And there was a little line on 
the cards marked NAME and DATE, to be sure Van 
Wie didn't forget. I didn't much care how Germany 
moved, just so long as he made an effort to protect 
himself against the continuing F-E attack. This 
strategy worked for a season or two, then Van Wie 
NMRed again, in spite of the card. By F'03, France 
was in control of all of Germany. However, by spring 
of the next year I had units in Den, Pru, Sil, Boh, 
and Tyo— and French resistance rapidly crumbled. 
The collapse was due In part to an English stab from 
behind, which I had known was coming and had done 
everything possible to encourage. 

Once Austria was out of the way, I had been 
working on England. My line was that I wanted a 
three-way R-E-T draw. To bolster the appearance 
of that, I proposed a three-way draw In F'03, which 
I knew to be Illegal, but if it occurred to him that I 
had intended it to be illegal (i.e., for appearance 
sake only) , his moves never showed it. In apparent 
hope of participation in a draw, Mayes stabbed France 
from behind while I picked up the German centers, 
and the French player resigned. In F'OS I completed 
my work and took Norway from England, who was 
completely resigned to the loss. 

Some things I learned in this game. The R-T 
alliance is very powerful. But it has a major draw- 
back: Russia naturally grows more rapidly than 
Turkey, and this can create rivalry and suspicion. 
Without complete trust between both parties, I see no 
way this alliance can survive long, unless the west- 
ern powers make some move to curtail Russia's 
growth. This may seem lucky for Russia, but in 
fact it is also a liability, as is any positional situation 
which could cause a trusted ally to betray you. 

Many thanks to the players — especially Robert 
Jewett— for playing out their parts in a game where 
some of them were badly mauled. Even greater 
thanks are due to Mike Conner for his impeccable 
GMing and prompt publication of his sine. Finally, 
thanks are due to Jim Williams — not so much for the 
game as for the chance to get to know him. I sus- 
pect that our friendship will continue for some time 



to come. Jim is the ablest tactician I have ever met 
in this game. Our success is largely due to his 
suggestions for the movement of the Russian units. 
My only regret is that I never got a chance to cap- 
ture Portugal before the game end, but it seemed 
unworthy to delay the game for such a frivolous end. 

TURKEY: Jim Williams 

It all started on a cold February day, a little 
over a year ago: Gulf Coast began. I emmediately 
sent a letter to the Russian player while unbeknownst 
to me he was sending one my way. 

Our letters crossed in the mail, and we discov- 
ered to our mutual delight that we had the same ideas. 
We both wanted nothing more than a R-T alliance to 
the end. - At this time, I began one of my most re- 
warding friendships to date in the hobby, as Garry 
Hamlin and I hit it off beautifully. 

We began our friendship by feuding, or rather, 
trying to convince the Austrian, Robert Jewett, that 
we were. Our moves and our press did nothing to 
dispell these nasty rumors, and while all this was go- 
ing on, Germany moved against France, perhaps 
prodded by the diplomatic whisperings of the fanatic 
Tsar. 

1901 ended as both Garry and I were coddling 
the Austrian, and Germany looking down the double- 
barreled might of a 6-center France and a 4-center 
England, and not even bothering to send in his build. 
Tsk. tsk. 

The next year sqw the culmination of our 
efforts to win the trust of Mr. Jewett. We had him 
thinking that he had us both in his back pocket, and 
he apparently felt safe enough to turn his back on us 
to hit Italy, the one thing we both told him we wanted. 

Once Italy was gone, I Imagine he thought he 
could pick an ally between Garry and me and attack 
the other one. As Austria vacated Budapest and 
Serbia, Garry and I slipped in unopposed. Tsk. tsk. 

Also in 1902 Garry took Constantinople from me, 
as planned, in an effort to conceal our alliance and 
keep Europe from uniting against us. Our ultimate 
plan was to use the Russian fleet to spearhead the 
southern offensive against Italy, and eventually France. 

1903 saw, among other things, Germany's second 
failure to send in builds and also a disbandment of an 
army due to not having a retreat order either. This 
meant that a 4-center Germany was down to 2 units in 
the spring of '03. 

Garry had been trying to keep Van Wie in the 
game, so he could preparehimself for the Expected 
Anglo-French onslaught, and he was furious at the 
German NMRs. Fortunately, Austria was falling very 
quickly, losing his three remaining centers In 1903 and 
exiting the game along with Germany] 

This gave my Russian ally enough strength in 
the north to convince England that he might be better 
off attacking France. Sure enouth, England moved to 
the Mid-Atlantic in the fall. This move proved to be 
very important for Garry and me, because it caused 
Luis to move into Brest (to guard against F Eng-Bre) , 
and it also gave this 9-center power (France) some- 
thing else to do besides move east. 

England's move on France was indicative of how 
well the game had been going for Garry and me. It 
seemed that anything we wanted to happen, happened! 
Austria attacked Italy for us, enabling us to bring bin 
from six centers to none in two short years, and also 
paralyze the Italians, making it that much easier to 
attack him.

If England and France would have held together, 
it would have been tough going for Garry and me. 
Things were going so well, however, that It couldn't 
happen that way. 

After 1904 France was reduced to six centers 
while England grew to seven. This gave Garry and 
me certain victory. We stood at a combined strength 
of 19 centers, with no one in position to stop us from 
getting more. 

1905 was just more of the same. Garry grabbed 
a few more centers in the north while I did the same 
in the south. England lost two, convincing him per- 
haps that Russia had no intention of honoring any 
past agreements. The standby France regained Brest, 
but lost Kiel to Russia, leaving him at six, and un- 
able to stop the Russian blitz. The conceded draw 
was the only way out, and I'm glad that Steve, John, 
and Don went along with it. 

In closing, I would like to apologize to the west- 
ern powers for my lack of communication during the 
game, especially early on. When the game began, I 
was pressed for time by other games, and later on, 
I felt that starting communication would serve no 
purpose. 

I hope that Mr. Jewett doesn't gett too dis- 
couraged by his showing here. Part of getting Diplo- 
matic experience Involves taking your lumps. I wish 
I could have worked with England at some time. Per- 
haps another game. He seems to be a pretty affable 
gent. We were just too far away. 

Don Ditter deserves praise for his stand as 
Italy. He recognized the Russian threat almost im- 
mediately, but unfortunately for him, he couldn't or 
wouldn't convince the rest of Europe that we must be 
stopped. When Austria stabbed him, I almost felt 
sorry for him, but... war is hell. Some other time, 
Don. 

Last but not least: Hail to the all-powerful 
Tsar! His early enthusiasm truly made this game 
enjoyable for me. His devious mind was always try- 
ing to think up novel ways to stab somebody. His 
diplomatic skills are apparent when you see how he 
kept England, Germany, and France In check without 
even having to attack them. 

In Garry I have made about as good of a friend 
as you can make in this hobby. I thank Mike for giv- 
ing me the chance to meet Garry and for a well-run 
game. Mike you're on my list of people I have to 
meet one of these days (years?) .

PAR IS -BERLIN : I hang my head in shame regarding 
the scarcity of letters. 

NEW ALAMO : The capital buzzed with rumors that 
the Austrian government plans to change its name to 
the Austro-Turko-Hungarlan Islamic Empire and move 
the capital and seat of government to Constantinople. 
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Early Diplomacy Zines: Tha Name* and Their Sources 
Part 1 of a 3- part Series by Rod Walker 

The first full-fledged Diplomacy sine* was -nsnwd 
GRAUSTARK, and it Is still being published. Whence 
the funny name? 

In choosing a name for his zlne, John Boardman 
decided to pick the name of a fictional country which 
would have existed at about the time of the game. 
Craustark is the title, and the locale, of a novel pub- 
lished by George Barr McCutcheon in 1901— the very 
year In which the game begins. It Is a novel of in- 
trigue, diplomacy, and warfare. Thus its name was a 
most fitting one for the first real Journal of the game 
of Diplomacy. 

(I should add, however, that the first postal 
Diplomacy game was organized by Conrad jvon_Metzke 
fhVyear before GRAUSTARK first appeared. "By 
convention, the publication Is called "MONGO", a 
word that sometimes appeared on the masthead, but 
it was really nothing more than a carbon copy letter**. 
The game was never finished, and the whole experi- 
ment In postal Diplomacy was abandoned early in 1963.) 

The next game to be organized began to appear 
in a zlne called RURITANIA. This was the locale of 
the 1894 novel. The Prisoner of Zenda, by Anthony 
Hope (Hopkins) . 

John Boardman began in 1964 to publish a 
second zlne for his third postal game, FREDONIA 
(later revived as FREEDONIA) . This was the locale 
of the Marx Brothers'? movie "Duck Soup". 
(Freedonia's rival, Sylvania, has never had a Dipzlne 
named after it that I am aware of.) 

From that point, it was for a while considered 
a hobby tradition that Diplomacy zlnes should be 
named after fictional places. A few early names in- 
cluded BROBDINAG (from Gulliver's Travels), 
TRANTOR (from the "Foundation" trilogy), WILD 'N 
WOOLY (from another sf work, although I don't now 
recall the name) , COSTAGUANA (from Joseph Conrad's 
Sbstromo and EREHWON (from Samuel Butler's 
Erehwon). Many other names of fictional countries 
have been used, as well as some real ones, such as 
Lusltanla. 

The primary purpose of this article, however. 
Is to examine the hobby tradition in its earliest form: 
using names of fictional countries which would have 
existed at about the time of the game. The two most 
obvious, but not the only, names have been used. 
There are (as it happens) many others. 

In the years before the First World War, there 
was a considerable fad for romances of thrones, in- 
trigues, and intricate international politics. These 
romances are sometimes called "Graustarkan romances", 
although in fact the novel Craustark was written 
seven years after the original work in the genre. 
Prisoner of Zenda. The fad, then lasted from the 
time the latter was published, 1894, until the Old 
Order was done to death by the World War— although 
a last Graustark novel. East of the Setting Sun. 
appeared in 1924. It was the fifth of the series. 

Silent movies caught the fever, too. The most 
famous was "Prisoner of Zenda", which starred Ronald 
Coleman. I'm told that Truxton King, the third 
Graustark novel, was also made into a movie. There 
was also a silent flick, "Long Live the King", created 
as a vehicle for the child star Jackie Coogan, and 
also a novel of the same name by Mary Roberts 
Rlnehart. It combined all the more ghastly features 




of "Prisoner" and "Truxton". It Is set in a fictional 
principality named "Livonia" (not the same place that 
we have on the board, and in its neighbor "Karnia". 

The list goes on. Just to look at the Graustark 
series for a moment: the second and fourth novels 
were Beverly of Craustark and The Prince of 
Craustark, respectively. Two other countries appear 
in many of the five books, Dawsbergen and Axphasia, 
Graustark's neighbors to the south jand north. There 
were also two other Rurltania novels, Rupert of 
Hentzau and The Heart of Princess Osra. 

Anthony Hope wrote at least two other novels of 
this same type. He wrote Sophy of Kravonia (which 
may have been made into a movie) and Phroso, the 
latter set on the Aegean isle of Neopalia. 

Other novels of the period include Percy 
Brebner's Princess Maritza (set in Wallaria) and C.N. 
and A.M. Williamson's The Princess of Virginia (set in 
the Grand Duchy of Baumenburg-Drlppe and the 
Empire of Rhaetia and places like that) . 

One very peculiar addition to the genre is the 
unfinished novel by "Ouida" (Louise de la Ramee) , 
A Princess of Europe. This is set in the Kingdom of 
Hellanthus, which might be Greece. In fact, the book 
teems with names of nations which might be euphem- 
isms for European states: Gallia, the Guthonic Empire, 
Barusla, the Empire of the Septentiones, Candor, and 
so on... and yet.... It's hard to say until I've read 
the book in detail. 

Even Edgar Rice Burroughs caught the Infection, 
late in its development. In 1913 and 1914 he wrote 
two novelettes set in the country of Lutha, "The Mad 
King" and "Barney Custer of Beatrice". These 
generally now appear as Parts I and II of a novel. 
The Mad King, which first appeared in 1926 (the 
fictional country fad was over by then, but the 
Burroughs fad was in full swing). There was a 
short-lived Dipzlne named LUTHA, by the way. 

The books mentioned above probably do not 

exhaust the total number of this type written. My 

book-searcher found the Williamsons' novel only a 

week before this article was written, and it had been 

unknown to me previously. The "Ouida" and Rinehart 

novels were found by chance, just reading the shelves 

at a used book store. So it's entirely likely that some 

more of these deliclously tedious old romances will 

turn up. _

Some of the countries they speak of stay with 
us. GRAUSTARK. as I have mentioned. Is still being 
published (and a second RURITANIA folded not too 
long ago) . The events related In The Prisoner of 
Zenda at one point intrude upon Dr. John Watson's 
posthumous memoir. The Seven-Percent Solution. 
A map of Europe In Avram Davidson's collection. 
The Enquiries of Doctor Eszterhazy , shows both a 
Rurltania and a Graustark, although manifestly in the 
, wrong locations and one of them (Graustark) with the 
wrong capital ("Grauheim", not Edelweiss) . But that 
is the world of the Triune Empire of Skythla-Pannonia- 
Transbalkanla and naturally we would expect to find 
some differences. The two countries don't really enter 
into the narrative, however. And finally, of all these 
books. The Prisoner of Zenda has appeared In paper- 
back reprints. 

I am hoping that the appearance of this article 
might stimulate some new publishers to go back to the 
original hobby tradition and name their zines for some 
of the quaint lands which, at the time our game takes 
place, graced the literary (but not the physical) map 
of Europe. In a companion article I plan to examine 
places that also qualify as existing -around 1901, but 
appeared in literary (and other) works from other 
periods. I will there also continue to observe the 
qualifications that the countries discussed all lie with- 
in the area of the playing board. 

Side Note : I have just acquired a copy of 
Pierre Louis' The Adventures of King Pausole. This 
delightful work appeared in 1901 In Paris. It is not 
an old-fashioned romance such as the other books I've 
discussed. But it otherwise fits our conditions. It 
is set in the Kingdom of Tryphiroe, which runs out of 
the southeastern end of the Pyrenees into the Mediter- 
ranean. 

Walker's manuscript uses the spelling "zine*, with 
the apostrophe, but we have changed it to agree 
with the usage in LSD.
